Russian Salad.—No "leftover" vege- 


tables need ever be wasted, as those 
not suited 'to the soup kettla may be 
utilized iu a Russian salad. Chop and 
cut the vegetables aud mix lightly. 
Add two or three tablespooufuls of 
chopped nuts if you have them, or :a 
few spoonfuls of chopped bacon 
or 


minced fish. Serve on lettuce leaves, 
with French dressing. String beaus 
go well with beets, potatoes, carrots 
and even turnips.
